The point is that the creditor must secure a renewal 
before that date, but there is nothing to prevent the debtor fabio 
dilly-dallying until his debt is dead, — It seems to be an outmode 
belief that some attempt should be made to pay debts, Even those 
people who still favor paying or attempting to pay, something on: 
their debts, are receiving no encouragement from this fruity bit of 
legislation. Indeed dispatches indicate that Social Credit mem-|- 
bers are encouraging their supporters to refuse to sign renewals 
with their creditors. Naturally this will result in such debts being 
outlawed by July 1, 1940, regardless of the debtors capacity or a- 
bility to pay in full or in part. 


Our government has so thuch Saskatchewan dust in 
their eyes they can't see for looking. An adjustment of debts — 
yes. But it is a short-sighted policy which entirely condemns a 
creditor. In fact the day is not far distant when a number of peo- 
ple are going to be shocked into, reality by knowledge ‘that living 
is hard, without some measure of credit.

The tragedy of it all, is that it is essentially the work 
of men of intellect. In the short run, it is true, “ideas are unimpor- 
tant and ineffective, but in the long run they can rule the world.” ~ 


But reason is not entirely powerless. It may be that 
these forces have become so powerful that it is too Jate to arrest 
them -- it would be unwise to ignore this possibility. However 
until the case, which experience and developments have shown can 
be made against them, has been argued. with patience and intelli- 
gence we are not justified in concluding the ineffectiveness of rea- 
son and persuasion. In any case, itis worth trying.—Contributed.

fibrous plant such as flax is not gen- 
erally appetizing to hoppers, and in 
cases a flax crop can be hear- 
vested when most other grain crops 
have beon completely destroyed. 

Some Western Farmers atill think 
hat ‘flax is harder on the land than 
other grain crops, . Conitrary to this 
belief are the facts submitted by the 
U, §. Department of Agriculture 
which prove that no more plant nut- 
fients are removed from the soll by 
flax than by wheat or oats. | 

The following four simple rules 
should help any farmers contemplat- 
ing a flax crop. this year, 

(1) Use wilt-resistant seed, parti- 
cularly if sowing on old land, and 
see that the seed is clean. 

(2) Grow flax in regular rotation 
as far as possible, This provides a 
favorable place for the flax crop and 
should result in better yields and a 
higher return per acre, 

(8) The following order of crop- 
ping is. recommended for ordinary 
lands: ist—Small grains; 2nd--Hay 
pasture, clover, etc. 3rd-—Corn, po- 
fatoes or summerfallow; 4th—flax, 
Where summerfallowing is practiced, 
flax may ether follow directly or 
come the next year on burned stub- 
1) Ce 

(4) Sow as early as possible on a 
clean firm seed bed, It will be bet- 
ter to delay seeding to provide a 
clean seed bed than to sow on dirty 
land, . 

Under average growing conditions 
and with reasonable care, flax will us- 
vally produce a paying crop, Possibly 
the chief reasons for the poor record 
that flax has had with some growers 
have Deen the use of poor and dirty 
secd, Improper rotation of crop, and 
general inattention to the subject of 
scientific flax culture. 

Detailed information regarding crop 
practices for partcular areas can al- 
ways be secured from governmental 
stations and colleges in each area.

Ottawa, May 26th—Three Members 
of the Senate participated in the de- 
bate on the recent confiscatory Alber- 
ta Legislation. Hon, John T. Haig 
of Witinipeg noted that the Aberhar' 
government had placed on ‘the, statute 
books legislation prohibiting the col- 
lection of mortgage and other deb‘s
